that signing forms by our school 
boards that no discrimination 
exists in our public schools is 
complying with, Title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act and is manda- 
tory in order that we continue 
to retain federal funds, With- 
out federal funds our schools 
would suffer serious curtail- 
ment and virtually cripple them, 
Refusing to do so would only 
make matters worse for we 
would be forced to desegre- 
gate under federal orders re- 
gardless if white and black 
citizens wanted it or not, and 
we would lose federal funds 
as well, As the order is the 
Negro people are slaves to 
the federal government as well 
as the whites for they have no 
control over what they would 
rather do, either, 

Many school boards are tak- 
ing the lesser of two evils and 
that is leaving the matter of 
Selection of a school a student 
is to attend to “freedom of 
choice,* That seems to be the 
fairer of the order to most 
school boards from the state 
on down to city boards, 


The school boards should 
have the backing of us all, 
White and colored parents 


should make a special effort 
to understand the problem which 
should be approached cautious- 
ly. Certainly neither race will 
want to do anything that will 
interfere with our educational 
process which is very neces- 
sary for both white and colored 
students,

agree with the Civil Rights Act

had hoped for, And the federal 
government made a big-to-do 
about the police and posse bru- 
tality during the civil rights 
demonstrations, 

The posse was made up of 
volunteer auxiliary officers and 
the helmeted possemen were 
involved in several encounters 
with Negro demonstrators, The 
federal judges said Clark used 
a third person to appoint the 
possemen.
